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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 46-59 is withdrawn in view of the reference to 
Raynovich Jr. #3,304,829. Rejections based on the cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 46-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Raynovich Jr. #3,304,829. Raynovich Jr. discloses a two part rock bolt anchor 
comprising a body having two parts 15 shaped to fit over the rock bolt. The parts 
include protrusions 39 and recesses 40 and keeper rings 17. The threads shown on the 
body of Raynovich Jr. may also be read as protrusions and recesses as broadly recited. 
The anchor of Raynovich Jr. is capable of being clamped over a tendon and is also 
capable of being engageable with grout. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-13, 15, 18-45, 60-62 are allowed.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is. considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Milne et al '730 and World reference '192 disclose rock bolt 
anchors.,
